Midhursl forestry station, in an 
illustrated address before the 
Newmarket LIoils club on Mon- 
day evening. President Jack 
I. tick was in the chair. 

"Due to their ureal forest 
areas, Norway and Sweden have 
no floods," he said. 

"'Reforest ration work in Ont- 
ario started in Guelpli." Mr. 
Adamson said. "The county 
forest system was. started in 
1922. After Gttuluh, the Orr 
lake forest area was started. 
Dttfferiu forest was third* Angus 
fourth." 

The speaker explained that 
demonstration Wood-lots were 
privately owned properties which 
had been taken care of properly 
with the help of government 
advice. 

Mr. Adamson advocated the 
use of pines as the best growing 
tret* in light land. 'Hie cones are 
gathered up white green, he 
said, and are cured and dried at 
Angus, The seed is sown in the 
fall, with no water for the first 
month, During the first year the 
young trees are shaded and 
irrigated. 'Hie second year they 
are just irrigated. 

"For nursery stock we are 
aT^i | chiefly interested in developing 
long, fibrous roots," Mr. Adam- 
son said. 

"Trees for wind-breaks are 
planted six feet apart in well* 
cultivated land. The benefit of 
a wind-break is shown hy the 
fuel that every mile an hour the 
wind blows is equivalent to one 
decree more cold" 

Indirect benefits of foreslra- 
tion, Mr* Adamson said, include 
assuring n better water supply, 
more water in streams, drawing 
toiirlsls, attracting bird life. 

School boards should lake an 
active interest in the work of 
forcslration and rural beautifi- 
cation. Mr. Adamson stated. =

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POLICE REPORT 

In this issue we publish Chief Constable 
James Sloss's report. It is evident from the 
report that the chief takes his duties seri- 
ously, and that the council of a couple' of 
years ago which appointed him made an 
excellent choice. The report is long, but it is 
necessarily long to give the public an under- 
standing and appreciation of the work done 
by Chief Sloss and Constable Kenneth 
Mount, two .capable policemen. For our 
own part, we had no idea, although our work 
brings us into frequent contact with the 
police, that they had so many duties to at- 
tend to. One must bear in mind that in 
addition to the work outlined in this report, 
Chief Sloss is relief officer (a linking up of 
duties of which we do not approve) and 
sanitary inspector, and Constable Mount is 
principally concerned with Main St, night- 
watchman duties. 

■ • 

Commendation Deserved - • 

No doubt the report will be discussed by 
the town council at an early meeting. Prob- 
ably there will be commendation of not only 
the police work, but also of the industry of 
the chief in compiling such an elaborate and 
detailed report. A police report, we believe 
is something new in Newmarket municipal 
annals. 
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Please Advise Us 

In concluding we call attention to Chief 
Sloss's statement that he carries a revolver. 
Without arguing the point at any length at 
this time, we will say that we disapprove. 
We believe that the police of Ixmdou, Eng- 
land, unless there has been a recent change, 
do not usually cany firearms, but would l>e 
glad to receive definite information on this 
point. 



"national" government. There is really no 
more reason for a national government in 
time of war, than in time of depression. Our 
parliamentary system .calls for a party in 
power, and a party in opposition. - The 
Conservatives seem to be always trying to 
get away from the name they were born 
with, instead of enunciating policies which 
would make the name a force to be contend- 
ed with. That opinion is subject to change 
as the campaign progresses, and the Con- 
servatives make a better case for their 
"national" government. On the arbitrary 
dismissal of parliament, we believe that the 
Conservatives were unfairly prevented 
from performing their proper function as an 
opposition party, and from bringing out the 

facts which the public should have had 

before an election. 

A Word to Both 

There is the question of a greater war 
effort. The Liberals say that they are doing 
everything possible. The Conservatives 
suggest that they would do even more. 
Neither party suggests that it would do less, 
and we may assume that the politicians, 
with their usual skill, have correctly gauged 
public opinion on this subject We will 
venture to say that $375,000,000 a year 
(Canada's estimated war expenditures for 
the first year) is a tremendous sum for one 
North American country to be spending on 
an European war in the name of democracy, 
when another North American country, the 
greatest democracy in the world, is not 
spending a cent. We will also commend the 
present administration and the elders of 
Canada generally, for not putting pressure 
on our boys to enlist in the fighting forces 
at a time when there are a million unem- 
ployed in Britain. Canada's human con- 
tribution to war should be left on a strictly 
voluntary basis, with the individual not 
having his mind made up for him by the 
crowd.

They way that the govern- 
ment by withholding Canada's declaration 
ot war until parliament had assembled, and 
by campaigning against the Duplessis gov- 
ernment in Quebec, held the people of this 
country together. They say that the present 
government has made a good job of prose- 
cuting the war, and should Ik? given 
authority to carry on. They deny charges 
of inefficiency and corruption, 

The CovBcrvutiven Say 

What do the Conservatives say? They 
say that the Liberal government has not 
prosecuted the war vigorously enough. 
They say that the government did not clothe 
properly some of tho soldiers it scut over- 
seas. They say thai there has been mis- 
handling of the war effort, and that the 
government shut off embarrassing quest- 
ions, which would have had to be answered, 
by dissolving parliament .so suddenly. 
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Tlic dominion bureau of statistics gets out 
a periodical entitled "A Fact A Day About 
Canada/' We happened upon an interest- 
ing article on farm family living ex- 
penditures. It makes no comparison of 
farm incomes or expenditures with those of 
other capitalists, or other laborers. Such 
comparisons always make one realize that 
the farmer is on the farm either because lie 
was born there, or because he loves to work 
with the soil, and with animals, to see 
things grow f *-and to live an outdoor life- The 
bureau of statistics, however, makes no such 
odious comparisons, but happily shows how 
far the farmer has risen out of his mid- 
depression misery. 

"How the folk on the farm are getting 
along is of concern to everyone in Canada, 
for agriculture is our basic industry. It 
means food, as well as other tilings that are 
necessary for our comfort; indeed, almost 
for life itself. Our whole social structure is 
built around the farm in very large measure. 

"The dominion bureau of statistics last 
year made a survey of farm living expend- 
itures, somewhat similar to the survey of 
1 9JM. This makes possible a notion of the 
relative economic position of families in 
these two years. 

"Kami living expenditures per person 
averaged approximately 50 per cent higher 
for families in the 1038 survey than for 
those in 1034, Provincial differences 
ranged from increases of <if> pel' cent and 
02 per cent for families in Manitoba and 
Ontario respectively to 43 per cent for those 
in Saskatchewan and Alberta. Harvests for 
I9;J7 in the last two provinces were poor, but 
comparatively good in Ontario and Mani- 
toba. Per capita advances in farm living 
expenditures for households in Quebec ami 
the iMaritimes averaged 58 per cent and 51 
per cent respectively. 

"The foregoing percentage differences 
represented increased cash outlays per 
person of $<;« for Ontario families, $M and 
?5fl for Manitoba and Alberta families re- 
sjwctively, $44 and §43 for those in the 
Maritintes and Saskatchewan, and $34 for 
families in Quebec. Since average farm 
living costs advanced less than four per cent 
between 1034 and 1038, it is evident that 
those increases point to a material improve* 
men I hi living levels during this period. 
The year 1034, of course, was one of unusual 
stringency for farm families generally. 

"Expenditures for the principal items of 
the family budget contained some note- 
worthy differences in these two years. The 
more basic requirements of food and cloth- 
ing exjHjrieuccd only a slight advance in the 
amount of actual expenditure per person. 
In 11131 Ontario farm households spent 28.3 
per cent of their total living expenditure on 
food, while in 1938 (lie projmrtion dropped 
to 18.(5 pur cent. Corresponding percent- 
ages Un- Manitoba were 25.7 and 10*8.

Kamilies in Saskatchewan 
and Quebec showed the least declines in the 
proportions of expenditure on clothing. 

"Kuel purchases per person showed very 
Jilllo change during (he four-year interval, 
but in relation to the total living budgets of 
the lamilics, they registered a noticeable 
decline. Proportions or expenditure spent 
for fuel dropped as much as nine per cent 
for families in Saskatchewan, and as little as 
two percent for those in the Maritimes. 

"Kxpcnditurea for household furniture 
and furnishings advanced fairly consistently 
in all provinces.

The ruling Sn regards to trans- 
porting prisoners is that ail 
prisoners, before conviction is 
registered, must be transported 
by officer* In whose municipality 
the arrcJt was made. Therefore, 
as my car is the only means of 
transportation for this department, 
reimbursement is made by a week- 
ly allowance as well as county of 
York rate at 6c per mile for all 
trips made other than in the 
municipality itself. For your 
information I might also say that 
the weekly coat to operate my 
ear, apart from depreciation, has 
never been less than $5 for cur- 
rent expenses, as it is being used 
for patrolling the town, escorting 
funerals and parades, answering 
call* or Investigating complaints 
aa well a* being used by Constable 
Mount for special work on night 
duty. During the past year a 
number of important arrests have 
been made and on nearly every 
occasion the car has been respon- 
sible or made possible the appre- 
hension of theae persons, How- 
ever, there is one matter that 
should be given your consideration 
when possible and that fa the 
granting of a car allowance for 
the night patrol, thus giving the 
entire town 24-hour police protec- 
tion. This Is merely a suggestion 
on my part, for I feel that, al- 
though I am on call 24 hours a day 
and answer many night calls, 
advantage I* being taken owing to 
the fact that police protection Is 
being limited at night to the Main 
street. Constable Mount, however, 
should be complimented on the 
manner In which he has patrolled 
his beat, not permitting one break- 
in during the time for which this 
report refers. 

Communication 
The most direct and complete 
means of communication as we 
al] know Is by radio, but until 
some agreement la made either 
; with the province or Iho city of 
Toronto whereby a more powerful 
transmitter is put into operation, 
Newmarket will never enjoy the 
benefits derived from this source- 
Home time ago York county tested 
out n car radio receiving set, luned 
in on the frequency of the city of 
Toronto broadcasting station CYQ. 
hut was unable to obtain a satis- 
factory reception for more than 
a fifteen mile radius north of that 

. city, hence the Idea of supplying 
York county police cars with radios 
was, for the present, abandoned. 
Commenting on tho present sys- 
tem here in Newmarket of flash- 
ing the street lights to summons 
the night patrol, I might suggest 
that -It in very satisfactory In 
frightening away a thug but not 
from tho police standpoint of mak- 
ing an arrest. Ho to spare Mr* 
O'Hnlloran from getting up In 
the middle of the night I recom- 
mend that telephone operators be 
asked to turn nil night calls over 
to my home until such time as a 
more satisfactory system can be 
established.

Here 
in Newmarket al! officers have a 
clear understanding as to their re- 
spective duties and therefore have 
never, during the time mentioned, 
experienced the least dissatisfac- 
tion. Complaints and enquiries 
from this department have always 
been given prompt attention and 
treated with the /Utmost courtesy 
by any officer with whom we 
have had the pleasure of coming In 
contact and therefore I am going 
to cite a few cases where co-opera- 
tion has been exercised and satis- 
factory results obtained.

Later during the same dny« 
through the alertness an* co-oper- 
ation of several police forces, 
Orlllla police arrested three youths 
wllh a quantity of tobacco, nncl. 
after being questioned, they ad- 
milted the Newmarket break-in. 
During the course of investigation 
by Constable Mount, he found a 
broken fountain pen apparently 
left behind by the youths. This 
later proved sufficient to clear up 
the breaking and entering of n 
service station in Barxle, 
(0) During the year 1939, New- 
mark?t officers have been able to 
offer co-operation and asslstoncc 
on numerous occasions. Including 
complaints and their Investigations, 
wc have been successful in offer- 
ing assistance 85 times during the 
year Just mentioned, and In this 
manner received Information 
which resulted in several convic- 
tions, 

(6) On June 20, 1039, this depart- 
ment assisted Chief Dunham and 
Constable Floury In arresting seven 
men who were going through New- 
market on a freight train. After 
stopping the train, we sighted the 
men who attempted to make 
an escape, but after a short chase, 
during which time a shot was 
fired, they finally submitted to 
arrest and were lodged in the 
Newmarket cells. 

<7) Two warrants In the first In- 
stance have been executed by this 
department for police of other 
municipalities, and the accused 
held until the arrival of police to 
take the prisoner back to where 
offence was committed, 

(8) On Jan. 31 last, t received a 
call from Constable Kerguson, 
Ontario IVovlnclal police on high- 
way No, It, In rcgarda to an arrest 
that he had just made of two 
youths from Kitchener, Out., who 
were In possession of a stolen car 
and also two loaded revolvers. On 
this occasion I went to lrv> assist- 
ance of Conntnble Ferguson and 
transported the boys to Newmar- 
ket where- they were lodged In the 
cells until the following day. 

(9) After receiving certain Inform- 
ation which required Immediate 
action, and there being no other 
county officers available, I accom- 
panied Constable Watt to a house 
in Holland landing on July 21 Inst, 
where entry was made Into the 
house by forcing two doors and 
a quantity of liquor and beer con- 
fiscated. This action resulted in 
a conviction against the owner nnd 
n fine of $100 Imposed, 
<10> On Dec. 13 last, after receiv- 
ing a call from Mrs. Watt at 
approximately 7 p.m., I investi- 
gated a complaint In the Town- 
ship of Kast Gwilllmbury concern- 
ing the theft of Christmas trees. 
While patrolling a sldcroad, 1 
stopped a truck and found two 
men who admitted tho offence. No 
charge was laid. 

Ml) An accident In the Township 
of East GwHIlmlbury was reported 

to me Aug. 11, 1938. at an early 
hour in the morning nM after 
certain Investigations I arrested 
a man In Newmarket under the In- 
fluence of Ho,uor ond referred the 
case to Constable Watt who, 
eventually, was successful In ob- 
taining a conviction against the 

man -in question for drunk driving. 

While Constable Watt was 
attending ;* the police training 
school in , ".Toronto; word wbb i «• 



officers under various sections of 

the above headings. One hundred 

and twenty-two of these were for

In reference to criticism concern- 
ing the Newmarket officers sum- 
moning speeders to court, 1 might 
draw attention to the position of 

the measured distance on Knglc 
Street. Originally this measured 
distance was marked from the 
westerly town limits to the Red 
Indian service station but consider- 
ing tills unfair to the motorist; I 
immediately set up a quarter mile 
from Ixirne Ave. to n point about 
100 yards east of Ellen St. ThereV 
fore, when it Ih taken Into con L 
sideratton that no motorist has 
been summoned under -15 m.p.h., I 
feel thnt very little. If any, criti- 
cism should be forthcoming.

Driving 

On Oct. 1-1, 1938, about 11 p.m.. I 
Investigated uu accident on Union 
St., Went, where a car had been 
driven for a considerable distance 
on the wrong side of the road, 
knocked down about 69 feet of 
guard rail and finally come to rest 
upside down in the south ditch. 
As a result charges of reckless 
and diunk driving were laid und 
tho accueed convicted, paying 
$15 and costs as well as five days 
In Jail and license suspended. On 
one other occasion I was called to 
Kast Owillfrnbury to Investigate 
an accident where two cars had 
nldeswlped, A charge of reckless 
driving was laid nnd the accused 
paid $10 and costs. I 

On July 1 last, a man pleaded 
guilty to all three charges of reck- 
less driving, drunk driving and 
falling to remain at the sccno of 
nn accident. For this he was 
sentenced to 14 days in Jail,

Manslaughter 

About 10.05 p.m. on .Inn. 10, 1939, 
I received a call concerning an 
accident on the Mn\n Ht, Newmar- 
ket, In front of the Bra printing 
office. Arriving at the Hcene of 
tho accident, we found that a 1938 
Hudson sedan, stolim In Toronto, 
had crashed the entrance of the 
printing office, fatally Injuring n 
Newmarket citizen. The driver of 
tho car htul dltmppeurcd but later 
three youths were picked up at tho 
intci section of rSnglc and Yongc 
Stfl. and were eventually convicted 
on both counts (theft of car and 
manslaughter) nt the Supreme 
Court of Ontario in Toronto. 
One y o u t li received eighteen 
months while the other two were 
sentenced to fourteen months. 
Die charges running concurrently. 

On Aug, 25 Ia.it, Countable Mount 
was called to the aeoifn of nil 
accident on Main St. where an 
automobile driven by a Newmarket 
girl, mounted tho sidewalk and 
fatally Injured an aged resident of 
tills munlcpnlity. In this case the 
driver WOa charged with man- 
slaughter but dismissed In the 
Newmarket court.

We arrived at the service station 
In time to see three youths run- 
ning from the rear of the building 
and after a chase of several blocks 
which led through gardens and 
over fences, one youth was cap- 
tured, while the other two were 
Inter apprehended, one at Eagle 
and Yongc Sts., the other on Main 
St. The youths gave city of Tor- 
onto addresses and were later con- 
victed on the above mentioned 
charge, the sentence for which 
being six months in the reforma- 
tory for one white the other two 
received three months each. 
Thirteen other break-Ins, Includ- 
ing gasoline pumps, occurred 
dirrlng the time to which this- re- 
port 'refers. Three of these break- 
Ins were al private dwellings 
where sums of money were taken 
by a Juvenile who was later con- 
victed nnd placed on two years 
probation. 

On Dec. ? last, the Red Indian 
service station was entered and 
approximately $75 worth of tobacco 
stolen. Later the same day, three 
OrJilrn youths were arrested by the 
police of thnt municipality and 
admitted a scries of thefts and 
break-Ins, Including that of the 
service station. During the course 
of Constable Mount's investigation, 
he found a broken fountain pen 
which proved to be the only 
evidence in clearing up a break-In 
at Hnrric. For this series of 
offences the youths were convicted 
In the Magistrate's court, at Hnrric, 
two received one year definite, 
and one year indeterminate, white 
the third lad was sentenced to six 
months definite and three months 
Indeterminate.

Missing Persons 

On several occasions this depart- 
ment has been called to assist in 
locating missing persons and have 
on 25 different occasions been able 
to obtain the required Information 
and established the whereabouts of 
the persons in question.

Service of Summons

of the county of York who served 
Newmarket summons free of 
charge. 

Considering this system unfair, 
arrangements were made whereby

Owing to the comparatively 
small amount of revenue to the 
town of Newmarket by the way of

tl) Police Qualifications 

Although the personnel of the 
Newmarket police force is very 
small as compared to that of 
larger centres, I nevertheless feel 
that a standard should be adopted 
Jn regards to the qualifications of 
future appointments. In the past, 
numerous applications have been 
received which would never war- 
rant consideration. Therefore, If 
such a standard was adopted. It 
would thus eliminate such applica- 
tions and hence embarrassment to 
those concerned. For these quali- 
fications I would like to suggest 
that no man be appointed unless 
he had the equivalent of two years 
In high school, five feet 11 inches 
in height or over, weight not less 
than lt5 lbs., not over the age of 
30 years, and with good reference 
Ins to character and habits. 

<2i Scale of Wages 

So often jealousy and dissatis- 
faction arises among follow work- 
men over difference In wages paid, 
but although this most certainly Is 
not the case in Newmarket with 
regards to the police force, 1 
nevertheless feel that if a scale of 
wages, according to ability ns 
well us experience, were set up, it 
would do a great deal In retaining 
harmony ond a clear understand- 
ing among the officers of this de- 
partment. 

<3> Parking Facilities 

As we all know, parking facil- 
ities in Newmarket are at n 
premium, and until this is over- 
come, wc can never expect to 
properly eliminate the traffic 
hazard which exists on our Main 
81. Therefore, 1 would suggest 
that a new parking lot be given 
consideration and then representa- 
tives of the merchants from the 
Main Street meet the police com- 
mittee to discuss the problem. If 
this was done, no doubt, a great 
deal could be accomplished and 
everyone hcncflt by the results. 

<4» Licensing of Bicycles 

This has already been discussed 
In tho report. Therefore, if adopt- 
ed, I will then be prepared to sub- 
mit tho actual cost to municipal- 
ities where the licensing of bicycles 

Is compulsory. 

(Si Communication 

Owing to the limited number of 
men on the Newmarket police 
force, (t Is very difficult to receive 
all calls and therefore- to eliminate 
criticism In this respect. I would 
Hko to suggest that through the 
cooperation of Mr. Itnchar, elec- 
trical superintendent, a scries of 
police lights hii placed In various 
places of the town by which wo 
could be Informed of nny call 
immediately, 

I have been informed that the 
syslcui Just mentioned could he 
Installed voiy economically nnd 
would givo nntlsfnctory results. 

The Insinuation nf u pay tele-

><0) Special Constable 

Although tiic subject of appoint- 
ing n special constable has been 
mentioned arid discussed on several 
occasions, the personnel of the 
Newmarket police force st lit re- 
mains at two officers. At a meet- 
ing of the police committee with 
this department In November, 103S, 
when the suspension of nn officer 
was necessary, it was agreed that 
an appointment of a special con- 
stable would not be made on 
account of the reduction In the 
salary of the night patrol nnd 

unless some arrangements arc 
made by which the reduction in 

salary might be eliminated, I sug- 
gest that tho ruling still stands. 
However, I would like to draw 
your attention to the fact that the 
efficiency of this department has 
been reduced on many occasions 
as a result of not having a spare 
officer for special duty. When on 
out-of-town court duty, the town Is 
left practically unprotected and the 
same condition exists when invest- 
igations require a Newmarket offi- 
cer to leave town. Therefore, I 
believe this matter should bo 
studied very carefully and an 
officer appointed according to the 
qualifications set out In recom- 
mendation (1). 
(10) Prisoner Cost 

As a result of recent discussions 
concerning the cost of lodging 
prisoners in the Newmarket ceils, 
I feel that I would like to suggest 
what I consider a satisfactory 
arrangement with the county of 
York In regards to such cost. 

In the first place, the county 
should consider the Newmarket 
cells a necessary convenience espe- 
cially since the Langstaff jail ls no 
longer at the disposal of officers 
from this northern section. 

Through the present cell accom- 
modation supplied by this muni- 
cipality, the county saves 13.60 
mileage for every prisoner arrested 
and lodged in Newmarket cells. I 
arrive at this figure aimply 
through the saving of one trip to 
Toronto, 30 mi]c3 at 12 cent:* per 
mile. For an example, persons 
have been arrested in Sutton, 
brought to Newmarket and lodged 
in the cells. Otherwise, it woutd 
have been necessary to transport 
them to Toronto, the officer return 
to Sutton and again the following 
morning appear In the Adelaide 
St. court in Toronto. Therefore, 
although the county was justified 
in offering opposition concerning 
some of the 193S arrangements, I 
feel that under the arrangements 
set out below, the county will 
realize a great convenience and 
also benefit financially. 
Kecommendations 

(a> That the county of York 
pay for all municipal prisoners 
with the exception of those arrest- 
ed by Newmarket officers. 

(b) That a charge of $t per day 
for each be made by the town of 
Newmarket, 12 o'clock midnight 
being the beginning of another 
day. 

(c> That on court days, for the 
protection of the Newrnniltrt 
court, the county of York be 
charged only for the prisoners" 
meals at the rate of 25c per meal. 

(d) That under the above 
arrangements. Newmarket officers

COUNTY WILL SPEND 
$75,000 ON PAVING 

The township of Whitchurch 
seems to have been singed out 
from all the municipalities In the 
entire County of York to have a 
piece of roadway designated for 
macadam top this year by the 
Toronto A York Head commission, 
it wart pointed out by Ueevc Earl 
Toole at the February meeting of 
the council bust Saturday. 

Th.j expenditure will be around 

$75,000, and surfacing with hard 

top will be continued from the 
pr<sont pavement at Onrmley to 
the i ail way overhead bridge at 
Vnndorf. From this point to 
KoKarttown the road will be trrail- 
jed and made ready for surfacing 
{probably the following year. Both 
the government and the county- 
are anxious to proceed with this 
work to provide a second highway 
between the two lakes, and thus 
relieve th<- traffic on Yonge St, 

At HoKarttown a new corner 
will be made by cutting across the 
farm of Charles Toole, a blue print 
Indicated. Also at I'leasantviUe 
there will be a change In the coi- 
ner, slicing aorne Und off the 
Starr, Evans and Beckett proper- 
ties. Surveying has already been 
completed. Three plans were sur- 
veyed and one of these likely to 
be adopted was placed before the 
council. For the two corners, irr 
the neighborhood of six and a half 
acres will have to be purchased. 
In accordance with the regulations 
tn York county, the township will 
have to pay for the tand. but it Is 
j not regarded as a big item, and 
council was asked to Indicate* 
their willingness to co-operate, 
which was given without dissen- 
sion. The county bears the entire 
cost even to fencing, gravelling, 
grading, etc., with the single ex- 
ception of purchasing the land for 
the new corners. Reeve Toole 
said he did not anticipate this 
would be a serious Item for the 
municipality. 

Relief accounts for January 
totalled 5220.17, which is quite a 
noticeable reduction over the 
heavy accounts which had to be 
met a few years ago. 

It was decided to change some 
attachments on the truck plow hi 
order that it would be more ser- 
viceable, and when completed the 
wing will have more lift to oper- 
ate from !he top of snowbanks to 
roll them back. "Our aim Is to give 
complete satisfaction," said the 
reeve. 

Clerk John Crawford stated 
that despite the general improve- 
ment in roads this winter, remov- 
ing snow had cost considerably 

loss than at the same period last 
winter. 

Hydro charges against properties 
at lot 2D, con. 4, and a house I" 
Vandorf, were on motion of Coun- 
cillors Leary and Deputy-reeve 
Cook, struck off, the same having 
been paid. 

The treasurer was instructed to 
purchase a copy of the new manual 
on accounting, for use of townships 
nnd issued by the highways 
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while being detained In the New- 
market cells. 

Conclusion 

In concluding this report, I 
wish to eKgWPfft the sincere appre- 
ciation of this department for the 
manner In which not only the police 
committee but the members of the 
council as a whole has stood be- 
hind the police of this municipal- 
ity. Tills certainly has a tendency 
to create a clear understanding 
and thus n higher grade of effi- 
ciency. So often police are made 
the political football and as a re- 
sult law enforcement suffers but 
in Newmarket Ibis is not the case 
nnd constructive criticism will 
always be appreciated. 

To tho local press as well ns 
other news agencies I wish to ex- 
press our gratitude for their kind 
co-operation nnd assistance. 

I want to thank the Newmarket 
citizens who so willingly offered 
their co-operation and assistance 
in the prevention of crime, espe- 
cially to the children who were 
responsible for the clearing up of 
several outstanding cases.
